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Election/Restrictions 

1-7 are generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: The 
species are independent or distinct because these species are not obvious variants 
of each other based on the current record. There is an examination and search 
burden for these patentably distinct species due to their mutually exclusive 
characteristics. The Species require a different field of search (e.g., searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be 
applicable to another species; and/or the species are likely to raise different non- 
prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. The 
compounds of claimed subject matter are drawn to extremely large number of 
compounds which are drawn to different divergent subject matter. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a reply to this 
requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant 
with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
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claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims 
are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to

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Elected species 

Elected species of the compound 1.0301 on page 62 is allowable. Prior art 
of record does not teach nor suggest this compound. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 

all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the 
time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to 
which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 
issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering 
patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the 
subject matter of the various claims was commonly owned at the time any 
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inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor 
and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 1-18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over GB 
1,160,648 (IDS reference). The reference teaches pesticidal preparation and their 
uses which embraces Applicant's claimed invention. See the entire document 
especially formula (I) in column 1 where R2 can be alkyl radical containing' CI -4 
carbon atoms and R2 represents CF3. The reference further teaches the carrier, an 
excipient, a solvent, a diluent, a dispersing agents, fertilizer and other known 
herbicides or pesticides. See examples and claims. 

Instant claims differ from the reference in that they are of different generic 
scope. It had been held by Courts that the indiscriminate selection of "some" from 
among "many" is considered prima facie obvious. In re Lemin . 141 USPQ 814 
(1964); National Distillers and Chem. Corp. V. Brenner , 156 USPQ 163. 

The instant claimed compounds would have been obvious because one 
skilled in the art would have been motivated to prepare compounds embraced by 
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the genus of the above cited references with the expectation of obtaining additional 
beneficial compounds. The instant claimed compounds would have been 
suggested to one skilled in the art. 

One having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to select the 
claimed compounds from the genus in the reference since such compounds would 
have been suggested by the reference as a whole. It has been held that a prior art 
disclosed genus of useful compounds is sufficient to render prima facie obvious a 
species falling within the genus. In re Susi . 440 F.2d 442, 445, 169 USPQ 423, 
425 (CCPA 1971), followed by the Federal Circuit in Merck & Co. V. Biocraft 
Laboratories . 874 F.2d 804, 10 USPQ 2d 1843, 1846 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 

In the light of the forgoing discussion, the Examiner's ultimate legal 
conclusion is that the subject matter defined by the instant claims would have 
obvious to one skilled in the art. 

Data in specification 

The dta presented in the specification has been considered. Claims include 
large number of compounds. The data presented in the disclosure does not 
commensurate with the scope of the claims. 

The specification disclosed only the method of making and using the 
compounds when Rl represents a biphenyl group. A single species is seldom, if 
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ever, sufficient to support a generic claim. In re Shokal 242 F.2d 771, , 113 

U.S.P.Q. 283, 285 (C.C.P.A. 1957). See also, In re Grimme . 274 F.2d 949, , 

124 U.S.P.Q. 499, 501 (C.C.P.A. 1960) (the naming of a member of a genus or 
subgenus is not a proper basis for claiming the whole group). 

Objective evidence of nonobviousness must be commensurate in scope with 
the scope of the claims. In re Tiffin, 171 USPQ 294. A showing limited to a 
single species can hardly be considered probative of the invention's 
nonobviousness in view of the breadth of the claims.
